Sofia Announces French

BERLIN, Dec. 14 (by wireless to Say- 
ville).— Bulgarian troops broke the An- 
glo-French line and cut off the French: 
forces from the British, according to 
an official statement dated Dec. 12 re- 
ceived here from Sofia. It is stated a 
long section of the French front was 
taken by storm, the French forces suf- 
fering heavy losses. Pursuit of the al- 
lied troops continues. : 

The statemeut as given out by the 
Overseas News Agency follows: 

The Bulgarians continued pursuit of 
the Anglo-Frene troops on doth banks 
of the Vardar, in the direction of Giev- 
geli and Doiran (since captured). 

“On the right bank of the Vardar the 
Bulgatians stormed the whole French 
front between Milektovo and Smoka- 
vitza, southwest of Kovanetz. French 
regiments 45, 84, 14 and 284 suffered 
heavily. Near Nebortzi our cavalry 
routed a French battalion and captured 
its commander.

Official Report Says He Will Resume 
Total Abstinence When Health Is 
Restored. 

LONDON, Dec. 14.—King George, who 
suffered severe injuries by being thrown 
from his horse at the British front in 
France, Oct. 28, has recovered suffi- 
ciently to take up affairs of state under 
certain restrictions. Respecting the 
King’s. condition the following official 

statement has been made: 

We are happy to report that the King 
has so far recovered from his grave 
accident as to be able to resume work. 

The King has lost seriously in weight, 
and until a normal state of health is 
attained, it is essential that his majesty 
should avoid any cause of fatigue. It 
has been necessary on medical grounds 
that the King should take a little stim- 
ulant daily during convalescence, As 
soon as the King’s health is quite re- 
stored he will resume total abstinence, 
which he imposed upon himself for pub- 


e- raasons.“

TAIANFU, China, Nov. 18.—(By mail) 
—Dr. Paul 8. Reinsch, the American 
minister, accompanied by his wife and 
a party of American friends, has just 
completed a visit to the tomb of Con- 
fucius and the reigning Duke of the 
House of Confucius, who is the seventy- 
sixth descendant of the famous Chinese 
sage.

STORM TES UP 


NEW ENGLAND AND 
NEW YORK TRAINS 


Heavy Snow Paralyzes Traffic 
in Electric Power Zone and 
Tears Down Wires. 


64 - MILE AN- HOUR GALE 


For a Time Western Union Of- 
fices in Metropolis Were En- 
tirely Without Wires. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—The center of 
one of the heaviest snowstorms this sec- 
tion of the country has experienced in 
Several years, passed northeast of New 
York today, leaving in its wake a tangle 
of broken telegraph poles and wires, 
railroad trains stalled in snow drifts or 
long delayed, and a large portion of New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
New England blanketed with snow from 
six to fifteen inches deep. 

Snow was still falling early today, al- 
though the severity of the storm had 
abated. Predictions were that the storm 
would continue through part of the day, 
clearing tomorrow. 

15 Inches of Snow. 

The heaviest fall of snow was 24 
inches in the Albany neighborhood. Some 
of the New Vork Central through express 
trains from and to the West forced their 
way through the drifts and arrived 
here today hours behind their sched- 
ules. The whereabouts of other through 
trains was unknown to the railroad offi- 
cials. 

The blockade of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, between 
New York and Stamford, Conn., was de- 
scribed by officials of that road as the 
worst in years. Electric feed wires 
broke down and held up every train in 
the zone. Hundreds of passengers spent 
hours last night in the stalled trains or 
marooned in the stations until steam 
locomotives were sent out to pui! the 
trains to their destinatlons. The elec- 
tric service was still suspended when 
the morning rush of commuters to the 
city began and the steam locomotive 
service was in effect. 

Trains Way Behind Schedule. 

New Haven Railroad officials said 
when the through trains between Bos- 
ton and New York began to move from 
six to elght hours behind their schedule 
early this morning that the situation 
was then clearing. The snow was not 
deep enough to interfere with the move- 
ment of steam trains in the immediate 
vicinity of New Fork, but in Connecti- 
cut many trains were held up by drifts. 

Telegraphic communication between 
New York and points west and north 
was cut by the breakdown of wires 
und poles under the weight of clinging 
snow. The telegraph companies stated 
that their service had been affected as 
far south as Virginia and that in New 
Jersey the main trunk lines leading 
from New York to the West suffered 
severely. 

Without a Wire for a Time. 

At one time the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. was virtually without a wire 
leading from New York to cities up the 
Hudson River and all the signal wires 
of the New York Central Railroad used 
in operating its trains were down. 

Cable communication across the At- 
‘antic was badly hampered by the fail- 
ure of the cable companies’ land wires 
between New York and Nova Scotia. 

The snowfall in New York City was 
estimated at six inches, but as a con- 
siderable part of it melted almost as 
fast as it fell, the streets and sidewalks 
when day dawned were deep with slush. 
During the height of the storm the wind 
here attained a velocity of 64 miles an 
nour, the highest reported by any of 
the Eastern Weather Bureau stations, 
Because of its unexpectedness the storm 
caused some damage to shipping in the 
harbors and along the coast. 

All eastbound New York Central trains 
were from one to eight hours late. The 
Twentieth Century Limited was posted 
to arrive between four and five hours 
late. At 10:30 a. m. the usually speedy 
train was creeping along just south of 
Albany, paralyzed wire communication 
making it impossible to move this or 
any other train with dispatch. 

The Knickerbocker Express, from St. 
Louis, due here at 6 p. m., arrived at ¢ 
clock this morning.

Mrs. Ehster and Dr E. F. Brand, 
‘16 North Grand avenue, say the letter 
was supplemented by a telephone con- 
versation by McAdams and Mrs. Ehster, 
which was overheard by Dr. Brand on 
an extension telephone, and that in this 
conversation McAdams said his services 
would be worth 3200. 


Unusual Visit by Board Member. 

The course of the proposed Minor 
parole has other peculiar features, 
including a visit by the Chairman of 
the Board of Pardons and Paroles, R. 
B. Noel of Monticello, to Mrs. Ehster 
at her home, It is unusual for boam 
members to visit personally persons 
who appear. before the board on a- 
role cases. 

Minor was_sent to the penitentiary 
from St. Louis County six months ago. 
Since that time Mrs. Ehster has been to 
Jefferson City seven times in an ef- 
fort to obtain his parole. 

At the October sitting of the 
board in Jefferson City, Mrs. Ehster 
met McAdams, who said he was there 
in the interest cZ Charles Stewart, 
serving u sentence for murder. 
Stewart was released. Several weeks 
later Mrs. Ehster received the letter 
from McAdams. 

The letter, which was dated Nov. 
17, is as follows:

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.~—No action in 
the cases of Baron Zwiedinek, Austrc-

lispoesed of. United States Government 
offigials said after today’s Cabinet meet- 
ing that for the present nothing would 
ben done as a result of charges that the 
twe Austro Hungarian officers had viv- 
lated the neutrality of the United States. 

No indication of what Austria-Hun- 
sary’s reply to the American note on 
the Ancona attack would be, had been 
received today and at the Cabinet meet- 
ing no details of the situation were tak- 
en up. 

At Secretary Lansing’s conference with 
President Wilson just prior to the Cab- 
net meeting, a protest to Franve 
against the removal of Germans and 
Austrians from Amnrerican steamers by a 
French warship near Porto Rico was the 
Prineipal subject taken up. 

The Cabinet meeting was devoted 
principally to a discussion of domestic 
questions. s 

Secretary Lansing went to the 
White House to confer with Presi- 
dent Wilson, prior to the meeting of 
the Cabinet.

GREECE SEIZES 
MERCHANT SHIPS 


LONDON, Dec. 14.—The Greek Govern- 
ment, it was learned here today, has 
commandeered all Greek shipping in 
British and American ports in an effort 
to supply the deficiency in food and 
coal which exists in Greece as a résult 
of the entente allies’ restriction. 

The Greek vessels will be loaded with 
cargoes purchased by the Athens Gov- 
ernment, which does not anticipate the 
game trouble as is experienced by the 
regular owners of the ships in getting 
these necessary commodities to Greeco.

Present Rates Are Retarding Step 
in Advancement, Railway 
Official Declares. 


Benjamin F. Bush, receiver of the 
Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
railroads, speaking before the Jovian 
Electrical Order at luncheon in the 
American Annex today, declared that 
St. Louis capital should finance Sf, 
Louis railroads, and said that present 
railroad rates and conditions were lead- 
ing either to a curtailment of service 
or to Government ownership. 

He said all railroads would before 
many years abandon steam locomotives 
for electricity, and that the present 
state of railroad finances was retard- 
ing this step in advance. He told of 
preparations which had been made for 
this change on the Denver & Rio 
Grande, the road,“ he remarked face- 
tiously, which the Germans took away 
from me about 30 days ago.” 

Interests Closely Identified. 

Bush recently resigned the presi- 
dency of the Rio Grande, and his 
wishes were not followed by the 
controlling Gould interest in the 
choice of his successor. 

Bush told the electrical men 
their interests were becoming more 
closely identified with those of th 
steam railroads. A few years ago,” 
he said, “the steam roads were jeal- 
ous of the spread of trolley lines, but 
we now see that as the trolley js to 
the steam road so is the jitnfy to 
the trolley. So fleas have smaller 
fleas to bite ‘em, and this proceeds 
ad infinitum.” 

He talked of the progress that has 
been made in developing regenera- 
tive electric motors, for use in draw- 
ing trains in mountainous regions. 
These motors generate, in running 
down one hill, a large part of the 
power which they will need to ascend 
the next hill—an approach, he re- 
marked, to perpetual motion. 

He spoke, as he has done in other re- 
cent public talks, of the rate question 
and of the control of railroads by dif- 
ferent state governments and the na- 
tional Government, “about 50 bosses 11: 
all.“ He said there should be one reg- 
ulating body, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and that regulation should 
carry with it responsibility. He com- 
pared the return of the railroad busi- 
ness to investors with that of industries 
in general, and remarked that at pres- 
ent, in most railroads, the stockhold- 
ers are out of it,“ and that the lack of 
returns makes it impossible to enlist 
needed capital. 

Wants to Go on Somehow. 

am like the schoolmaster who 
was looking for a job, and who, when 
asked whether the world was round 
or flat, replied that he was prepared 
to teach it either way,” Bush said.

There has got to be 
a condition established by which we 
can get capital here in St. Louis, and 
by which our securities will be in 
the hands of the investing public 
along our lines of road.” 

He said railroad securities should 
have such unquestioned value that 
banks everywhere would lend money 
readily on them. The chief suggestion 
which he made, for bringing about 
such a condition, was that contrel 
should be centered in the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which should 
deal not only with questions of rates, 
but with questions of service and wages. 
He mentioned the fact that a few roads 
have shown a prosperous year’s busi- 
ness, alluding by name to the Santa Fe 
and Great Northern roads. He explained 
these showings by long continued good 
management, and a certain absence of 
competition tn important parts of their 
fields, and said the other roads couid 
not be brought up to their measure, 
because of the difference in conditions.

Congressman Buchanan, Peace 
Council Officer, Files Charges 
Against Strike Plot Prosecutor. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Representa- 
tive Frank Buchanan of Illinois, a iabor 
leader, read in the House today articles 
of impeachment of Snowden Marshall, 
United States Attorney at New York, 
charging him with corruptly neglect. 
ing the duties of his office, with refusal 
to prosecute certain important cases, 
with violation of the Federal and state 
eight-hour laws and other things. 

Buchanan is president of Labor’s Na- 
tional Peace Council, through which 
Marshall has charged Franz von Rin- 
telen, a German, now a prisoner in the 
Tower of London, carried on his con- 
spiracy to instigate strikes in munitions 
plants in this country. The activities of 
the peace council are being investigated 
by the Federal grand jury in New York. 

Representative Buchanan charged that 
District Attorney Marshall had: 

Neglected and refused to prosecute 
men who made the port of New York a 
naval base for foreign belligerent pow- 
ers. 

Failed to prosecute ship owners who 
shipped explosives on vessels carrying 
me engers. 

ted the eight-hour laws of the 

and Federal Government. 
blicly defamed, slandered and libeled 
people. 

Neglected to prosecute notorious viola- 
tions of the law by trusts and monopo- 
lies. 

Prostituted his office to the criminal 
trust.“ 

“I call to the attention of this House, 
said Buchanan, that any attempt on 
thé part of Marshall’s political or finan- 
cial masters to shield or to whitewash 
him, or to interfere with or obstruct 
the process of justice in this case, will 
be sufficient to warrant the prompt and 
drastic action which I shall ask this 
House to take against all such interfer- 
ence,”’ 

The resolution was referred to- the 
Judiciary Committee without further 
comment. 

Marshall and Buchanan are understood 
to have had some differences over state- 
ments made by Marshall regarding La- 
bor’s National Peace Council. 

Chairman Webb of the House Judic- 
lary Committee said today that he did 
not believe the committee would con- 
sider the charges against Marshall be- 
fore the Christmas recess. The com- 
mittee may find the charges to be with- 
out foundation, and drop the case, or, 
if it finds they are well grounded, a re- 
port will be made to the House to this 
effect. :

The question raised by the removal of 
German and Austrian subjects from th« 
three American steamers, the Coamo, 
the Carolina and the San Juan, by the 
French cruiser Descartes, when such 
vessels were plying between neutral 
ports in the Caribbean, is not one thar 
may ‘be quickly resolved against the 
French cruiser. The rightfulness of the 
cruiser’s: action is, at least, arguable, 
and, in the light of precedents concurred 
in by all of thé belligerents in their 
treatment of each other's subjects, the 
French cruiser may even be justified. 
It is a firmly fixed principle of mart- 
time war law that it is unlawful for a 
neutral vessel to transport military per- 
sons in the service of u belligerent. The 
military character of such persons as- 
similates them to contraband, particu 
larly in the penaities visited upon the 
ship for their carriage. This similarity 
has resulted in terming military persors 
so transported ‘“‘analogues of contra- 
band.“ Japan applies the more direc’ 
term of “contraband persons.” As +2 
the carriage of what number of military 
persons will involve the condemnation 
of a vessel, there is no rule. The ques- 
tion appears to turn not only on the 
number of persons carried, but upon 
their importance. The transportation of 
one General might, for example, be more 
noxious than the carriage of a company 

of soldiers. 

Britain’s Attitude in Boer War. 

But it may be objected, conceding the 
right of belligerents to remove militarv 
persons from neutral vessels, the Ger- 
man and Austrian subjects removed 
from the three American steamers were 
not of this character. This assertion 
is too dogmatic. Up to the time of the 
Boar War, it was contended that only 
those persons were noxious and “an- 
alogues of contraband,“ who were offi- 
cers or soldiers actually incorporated in 
the miiltary forces of a belligerent. But 
in the Boer War, in the case of the 
German steamers Bundesrath, General 
and Herzog, Great Britain asserted the 
right to take off not merely persons 
actually incorporated in the Boer fight- 
ing forces, tut “20 Dutch and Germans 
and two supposed Boers, three Germans 
and two Austrians, believed to be offi- 
cers, all believed to be intending com- 
batants, although shown as civilians,” 

Such was Lord Salisbury’s reply to the 
German Government's request for the 
release of the vessels, adding, among 
other things, that the vessels ‘had on 
board a number of passengers believed 
to be volunteers for service with the 
Boers.” The vessels were subsequently 
released, with their passengers, Lord 
Salisbury stating that “there was no 
sufficient evidence as to their destina-

Neutral Governments might well insist 
that their citizéns or subjects be not mo- 
lested on the high seas and treated as 
belligerent military persons, unless it 
can be definitely proved that their des- 
tination is with the arnied forces of the 
enemy Government. 

The Trent affair, in which the 
Confederate agents Mason and Sli- 
dell were removed from a British 
steamer, and their subsequent re- 
lease, is cited to congemn the ac- 
tion of the French cruiser, but that 
case supports rather than condemns 
the present ones: That case turned 
on the point of military character, 
in which Great Britain proved Mason 
and Slidell to have had a diplomatic, 
as distinguished from a military mis- 
sion. 

Wilkes’ Procedure Affirmed. 

At that time practice required 
every neutral vessel found to have 
contraband on board to be brought 
in for trial, which Capt. Wilkes did 
not do with the Trent. Since then, 
however, Capt. Wilkes’ procedure has 
been affirmed in the rule that a neu- 
tral vessel carrying only a smal 
quantity of contraband may hand 11 
over and be allowed to proceed, in- 
stead of being subjected to the dis- 
proportionate hardship of being taken 
to a prize port.

REPORT FAVORABLY 
ON DOCK MEASURE 


Only Two, Persons Opposed 
$285,000 Project at Series 
of Public Hearings. 


The bill providing for the establish- 
ment of a municipal dock at the foot 
of North Market street, to cost $285, 000, 
will be reported out favorably at the 
next meeting of the Board of Aldermen, 
it was indicated last night by members 
of a committee of the Board, following 


the final public hearing on the bill. 

Nathan Hall, chairman of the commit- 
tee, the only member who expressed op- 
position to the bill, said he would vote 
favorably on it in the committee because 
he believes a majority of the public 
want the dock. In the several hearings 
only two persons have appeared to op- 
pose the bill before the committee and 
this, Hall said, influenced him for the 
measure. 

Martin Shaughnessy, leader of the re- 
cent fight against the central traffic 
parkway, and Capt. Henry Leyhe of the 
Eagle Packet Co., were the opponents 
of the bill. Capt. Leyhe opposed only 
the location of the dock, ‘saying in his 
opinion it should be located at Washing- 
toh avenue, in the present river business 
district. 

Mayor Kiel and President Haller of 
the Board of Aldermen, who, with 
Comptroller Player, compose the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, have 
declared they will approve the dock bill 
if passed. Comptroller Player opposes 
the measure in its present form. An 
adequate dock system cannot be buiit 
for $285,600, the Comptroller contends, 
and that amount would be only an initial 
expenditure in a total of millions. He 
favors a bond issue for the dock-build- 
ing project, to avoid a raise in the 
taxes. 

John H. Bernhard, president of the 
Inland Navigation Co., appeared before 
the committee and said his company has 
$5,000,000 with which to build barges to 
handle Mississippi River traffic, and 
urged the construction of the municipal 
dock. He said his company could not 
accept any business from St. Louis un- 
der present conditions.

Judge Shields decided today that Mrs.

“St. Louis has all the bad housing con- 
ditions of the larger cities of the United 
States, ” Veiller said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, and some of her own that 
are unique. This is the only city where 
people hoard their garbage jn brick bins 
and seem to pride themselves upon it. In 
most .civilized communities garbage is 
regarded as an undesirable product to be 
gotten rid of immediately, but some of 
your citizens seem to have conceived thu 
idea that it is a nice thing to keep on 
the premises. In the summer time the 
odors. from these garbage bins make 
life a perfect hell for the people living 
in the neighborhood. 

“These bins. are prolific breeding 
places for flies. We have learned a 
lot about flies in the last 10 years. Laws 
may be passed providing that negroes 
may or may not live in certain blocks, 
but we have never been able to segre- 
gate the flies. They will travel all over 
a city, and they love to make a play- 
ground of a baby’s face, and smear it 
over with typhoid fever germs. 

The two and three story vaults in St. 
Louis present your. most serious hous- 
ing problem. There are 20,000 of them, 
and 80 per cent are in sewer connected 
districts, where they should not be tol- 
erated at all. They Are a potent uree 
of infection and danger to the whole 
community, giving St. Louis an unen 
viable record in this respect. Your con- 
servative citizens—being citizens who 
don’t like to disturb existing conditions 
—cling to them. As a rule, the owners 
d6 not live under the stench arising 


some nice residence district, set back

“Progressive cities are getting rid of 
their vaults, for two reasons: it is feas- 
ible and it pays. 

What New York Has Donec. 

“New York City had 7000 vaults in 
sewer connected districts 10 years ago, 
but it has driven them out. The death 
rate in New York before the vaults 
were driven out was 21.5 per tnousand of 
}population. Today it is 14 We have a 
population of 4,500,000. It is apparent, 
therefore, that the cleaning up of New 
York is saving the tives of 31,509 people 
every year. In other words, if New 
York City today was living under the 
conditions of 10 years agn we would 
have 31,500 more funerais a year than we 
ue having under present conditions. 

“This is not all due to the elim- 
ination of the vaults, but to the im- 
proved housing conditions in many di- 
rections, and to a better supply of milk. 
When we began our fight on the vaults, 
having e:acted a law to abate them as 
nulsances, under the police powers of 
the city, we had to fight.a splendidly 
organized body of 5000 landlords, who 
first sought to have the law repealed, 
and then fought it through the courts 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, which upheld its validity. The 
case of Tenement House Department vs. 
Moeschen gives ample authority driving 
out the vaults in any city that goes

“The vaults are’ your 3 
ing evil in St. Louis.

PEARY FOR MILITARY TRAINING 


“Blue Lips,“ Shortness of Breath 
and-Coughs Some of Signs 
of Ailment. 


Acuie attacks of scarlet fever and 
articular rheumatism predispose patients 
in one case to kidney disease, and in the 
other to heart disease, Dr. G. Canby 
Robinson of the Washington University 
Medical School said in a lecture yester- 
day afternoon on “Heart and Kidney 


Diseases, at the St. Louis Children's 
Hospital. Patients recovering from 
such diseases should be watched for the 
appearance of heart and kidney dis- 
ease symptoms, he said. 

The bacteria causing rheumatism at- 
tack the heart muscles,“ said Dr. Robin- 
son, “while kidney disease is often a 
secondary result of an acute infection 
such as scarlet fever.“ 

The cause of heart disease was to be 
found in the failure of the biood to flow 
properly through the capillaries of the 
body, the lecturer said. The lung cap- 
illaries were the most easily affected, 
and shortness of breath, blue lips, 
coughs, and fluid formations in the 
lungs and chest eavit®” evidenced th: 
presence of heart disease. A pain in 
the heart was no. an early symptom, as 
is the popular idea. Symptoms usually 
were found distant from the heart. 
Some others than those mentioned were 
dropsy, general weakness and indiges- 
tion. Drugs alone could not increase, 
permanently, heart efficiency, the doctor 
said. The heart must be allowed to re- 
cuperate by reducing the demands of 
the patient upon his circulation. 


Treatment of Heart Disease. 


The treatment of heart disease advo- 
cated by Dr. Robinson consisted pri- 
marily of rest in bed, and secondarily, 
of the use of drugs to maintain a nor- 
mal condition of other organs. The 
problem was to enable the patient to 
adapt his mode of living to the effi- 
ciency of his circulation. Patients were 
cautioned to avoid hurry, worry and 
hard work. The necessity of doing 
things slowly and of resting if attacked 
by dizziness, also of the avoiding the 
climbing of stairs was explained. 

Other cautions were abstinence from 
alcohol and tobacco, avoiding taking 
cold or the eating of heavy foods. Pa- 
tients were urged to get eight hours’ 
sleep each night, with the windows open. 

Kidney disease symptoms were 
very different and very insidious the 
lecturer said, but ghey amounted to 
quite a bit more than the “pain in 
the back,” featured in .patent medi- 
cine advertisements. Symptoms. in 
some cases were dropsy, high piood 
pressure and headaches, Treatment 
consisted in allowing other organs to 
do the work of the kidneys. Hot 
baths stimulated the skin to such an 
extent that it greatly relieved the 
affected organs of the‘ work of ex- 
cretion. It was important, the doc- 
tor added, that eating of foods diffi- 
cult of elimination, such as salt meat, 
and irritants such as mustard, pepper 
and spices be avoided. A4 diet of 
milk, vegetables and mild foods was 
advised. 

“Dont’s” for Kidney Patients. 

Don't for persons affected with 
kidney disease were to avoid colds, 
fatigue and fatiguing employment 
and living in other than sunlit rooms. 
Plenty of rest and hot sponge baths 
each night were advocated. Tea 
drinking should be limited by suf; 
ferers from the diséase, Dr. Robinson 
said, and alcohol abstained from. 

Both heart and kidney diseases 
were types of chronic ailments and 
did not rapidly progress ad response 
to treatment, he said. They -were 
diseases of blood cirenlation and af- 
fected the two most important or- 
gans. The outlook for patients with 
these diseases was never without 
hope, Dr. Robinson said, if they 
would direct their mode of living so 
that it would not overtax the limits 
of the efficiency of their heart and 


liver.

VON PAPEN CIPHER 
TRANSLATED INTO 


| 


Tells of Mutinies and Uprisings, 
All of Which British Declare 
Are Imaginary. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—When James 
F. J. Archibald was arrested at Fal- 
mouth. England, Aug. 28, with confi- 
dential German and Austrian diplo- 
matic correspondence in his possession, 
among the papers seized by the British | 
were two letters in cipher, written by 


Capt. Franz von Papen, recently re- 
Caled as German military attache in 
the United States. 

It was said at the time that these pa- 
pers could not be deciphered. One of 
them, however, was deciphered recently, 
and the New York World has been able 
to have the other also translated. It 
proves to be a report, or rather a sum- 


pen, concerning conditions in India. Its 
text, as translated, is: 


“That a grave unrest reigns at the 
present time throughout India is shown 
by the various following reports: 

Since October, 1914, there have been 
various local mutinies of Mohammedan. 
native troops, one practically succeed- 
ing the other. From the last report it 
appears that the Hindu troops are go- 
ing to join the mutineers. 

The Afghan army is ready to attack 
India. The army holds the position on 
one side of the Utak River. The British 
army is reported to hold the other side 
of the river. The three bridges con- 
necting both sides have been blown up 
by the British. 

In the garrison locat on the 
Kathiawar Peninsula, Indian mutineers 
stormed the arsenal. Railroad and 
wireless station has been destroyed. The 
Sikh troops have been removed from 
Beluchistan; only English, Mohamme- 
dans and Hindu troops remain. there. 

The Twenty-third Cavalry Regi- 
ment at Lahore revolted, the police sta- 
tion and the town house were stormed. 
The Indian troops in’ Somaliland in 
Labakoran are trying to effect a junc- 
tion with the Senussi. All Burma is 
ready to revolt. 

In Calcutta unrest is reported with 
street fighting, in Lahore the bank was 
robbed, every week at least two En- 
glishmen killed; in the northwestern dis- 
trict many Englishmen killed, muni- 
tions and other material taken, rail- 
roads destroyed; a relief train was re- 
pulsed.

BRITISH DENY -— : 
INDIA REPORT 


Many of Instances of Trouble 
Recited by Von Papen Are 
Called ‘‘Pure Invention. 


LONDON, Dec. 14.—A translation of 
a cipher report sent by Capt. von Pa- 
pen, until recently German military at- 
tache in America, to his superiors, rela- 
tive to the alleged condition of affairs 
in India, has been submitted by ‘the 
New York World correspondent to the 
India office, which today issued the fol- 
lowing categorical reply: 

“Apart from the case of the Fifth 
Light Infantry, at Singapore, fully re 
ported in the press, there have only 
pecn a few isolated cases of breach of 
discipline among the native Indian 
troops, arising usually from personal 
causes and questions of promotion. 

“The German paragraph is intende 
to convey the impression that the bulk 
of the Mohammedan native troops as 
a whole are in revolt. The suggestion 
in regard to the Mohammedan troops is 
false and there are no facts to warrant 
the predicted defection of the Hindus, 
which is apparently added only to give

an air of completeness to the picture. 
Amir of Afghanistan Friendly. 

“As publicly stated on many occa- 
sions, the attitude of his majesty the 
Amir of Afghanistan has been one of 
complete friendliness to the British and 
Indian Governments. His majesty has 
scrupulously maintained an attitude of 
declared neutrality, and the three sen- 
fttences purporting to report military 
movements of a threatening nature on 
the Afghan border are pure inventions. 

„No bridges have been blown 
There is no arsenal in Kathiawar, and 
no railroad and wireless stations have 
been molested. There are many Sikh 
troops still in Beluchistan. 

‘The Twenty-third Cavalry is on field 
service, and not at Lahore. A few se- 
ditionists were discovered tn the regi- 
mental depot at Lahore, and were 
brought to justice without further Inci- 
dent. Somaliland is as far away from 
the Senussi as Tipperary, and the Indian 
troops have shown no inclination to trek 
across the intervening deserts. Condi- 
tions in Burma are perfectly normal and 
tranquil. 

“There has been no street fighting in 
Calcutta or in Calicut; Three or four 
isolated assassinations of Englishmen 
have occurred in the whole course of 
the war, but the suggestion which it is 
sought to convey, that an organized sys- 
tem of terrorism been successfully 
established by regular and periodic ac- 
tion is absolutely false.

COAST DEFENSES 
THIS YEAR ASKED 


Amount to Be Expended Is 
Nearly 300 Per Cent Over 
Last Year’s Appropriation..

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—An increase 
of nearly 300 per cent over the sum 
spent last year for big guns, coast for- 


general preparedness scheme is asked 
for in the fortifications bill prepared 
by the War Department. Last year $6,- 
060,215 was spent; this year $23,305,123 is 
asked. 

The bill provides for $2,533,000 for new 
coast defense works and itemizes 18 
new emplacements to be constructed as 
against eight built last year. Refer- 
ence is made to the authority granted 
last year for the acquisition of a site 
at Cape Henry for this purpose. Appro- 
priations of $1,867,000 for the purchase of 
other new sites for forts; $3,000,000 for 
ammunition for sea coast guns, of which 
$1,000,000 would go into armor-plereing 
shells, and authority to contract for an 
additional $3,500,000 in ammunition are in- 
cluded. 

To Get W Patent. 

For the purchase and installation of 
radio dynemic torpedoes, recommended 
for purchase last year, $947,000 is asked. 
It is also proposed to secure the patents 
of John Hays Hammond Jr., covering 
the wireless control of torpedoes from 
shore stations, to be improved by the 
Government on installation and wire- 
less control of torpedoes launched from 
aeroplanes. Army experts have been 
working out. details, 

The bill makes ample provision under 
various sections for development of mo- 
bile heavy guns for. coast defenses and 
construction of heavy field and siege 
guns and mortars for the army. , 

A plan to permit the department .o 
place contracts, with private’ munitions 
manufacturers without advertising for 
bids in order to foster the development 
of plants deemed necessary in the gen- 
eral preparedness scheme is included in 
the bill. 

Not more than 2 per cent of the ap- 
propriations made for the Ordnance De- 
partment, which include the bulk of 
the total estimated in the bill, would be 
available under this provision. 

Contract, for Big Guns. 

The bill also would provide that con- 
tinuing contracts to the extent of more 
than $13,000,000 might be made by the 


department this year, to covor contracts }- 


for big guns and other equipment which 
requires a long time to manufacture. It 
will not be necessary to pay for this 
for two years or more.

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MACKENSEN'S A 
PAYS TRBUTE TO 
RUSSIAN ARMY 


Describes Muscovites as Brave 
and Determined—Says Their 
Artillery Is Excellent. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Dec 1—An 
enthusiastic tribute to the Russian 
soldier and his leaders is paid by 
Gen. Arz, the Hungarian military 


leader who for five months was 
Mackensen's chief lieutenant in the 
latter’s Russian campaign. Gen. Arz 
Summarizes his opinion of the Rus- 
sian enemy in a statement which he 
has given to the correspondent of one 
of the Budapest papers. He says: 

“The Russian military leadership 
is energetic and determined, and 1 
must acknowledge that in this re- 
spect the Russians are quite up to 
date. I need not say that in forti- 
fying positions and in retreating they 
- exceedingly clever. As far as field 
ortificationg are concerned, we sim- 
ply adopted their methods. In their 
retreats the striking feature is the 
way they always managed to save 
their supply columns. Throughout 
the campaign we succeeded in gaptur- 
ing the supplies of only one regi- 
ment together with a field - kitchen 
and the cooks. 

Fail Only in Mass. 

“The Russian infantry soldier is 
very good. He is an active, brave, and 
determined soldier, not afraid of 
death, and those stories which assert 
that their officers drive them into 
battle with machine guns are all 
nursery tales. His individual merits 
are indisputable, Only in the mass 
does he fail. Russian soldiers are 
absolutely dependent on their leader, 


tand if the leader fails they are lost. 


Their officers, therefore, are much 
more burdened and have a greater 
task to perform than ours, but it 
must be acknowledged that wher- 
ever their officers chose to lead them 
the men put up magnificent resist- 
ance, 

“The Russian artillery is excellent. It 
is indeed most annoying, but fortunate- 
ily we encountered always less and. less 
artillery as we progressed, so that to- 
wards the end of the ofefnsive it was 
not dangerous any more. Whatever ar- 
tillery they had they shifted far back, 
tor their main object was that we should 
not take any more guns from them. The 
Russian cavalry had little to do during 
the offensive. 

First-Class Material, 

“The prisoners, continued the Gener- 
al, “whom I came across were all handy 
and good-hearted people. They never 
behaved in a hostile manner towards us, 
unlike the prisoners on other fronts, 
who could not conceal their enmity and 
contempt. As I inspected the many thou- 
sands of Russian prisoners I always 
found that they were first-class mate- 
rial in every way. Most of them are 
tall, strong and healthy. The only trou- 
ble is their inferior intelligence. I stud- 
ied them carefully, and I saw that they 
have little knowledge of events, and 
some of them even thought that the 
French Emperor was coming on behind 
us with his hosts and that we, would be 
crushed between the two armies. 

“The Russian counter-attacks were 
much stronger in the beginning of our 
offensive than later on. As time passed 
these became weaker and more rare, as 
the Russian reserves began to diminish. 
My experience throughout the campaign 
was that the Russians were never totally 
short of ammunition. They had ample 
artillery and infantry munitions all the 
time.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 14.—The turtle 


“turning” sport must end in Georgia, 
if the substitute bill agreed upon in the 
Legislature as an amendment to the 


game and fish laws is adopted. The 
bill is proposed to protect sea turtles 
by prohibiting the sport,“ which is in- 
dulged in in spring and summer. 

Vacation parties go out at night to 
the beaches and turn the big turtles 
upon their backs for the fun of see- 
ing comical efforts of the turtles to 
right themselves— comical“ to the un- 
thinking persons torturing them. Some- 
times the turtles are hauled away for 
food, but oftener their tormentors leave 
them, turned up on the beach, where 
they become prey to buszards. 


Under the substitute bill, it is still 
possible to turn turtles over for the fun 
of it, .but the turtles must not be left 
in that position; they must be turned 
back upon their feet, or the turners 
will be held for violation of the law. 

The bill makes stringent provision 
against robbing of nests of turtles. At 
times during the breeding season eggs 
have been taken by the thousands, wita 
the result, it is said, that sea turtles 
are becoming scarcer.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14. 

Trade was dead dull at the opening of 
the Stock Market today. Prices were 
irreguiar to a fraction lower. 

At the moment speculation is held in 
check by the foreign political outlook, 
but opinion is that the differences be- 
tween this country and Austria will be 
adjusted. Domestic trade reports con- 
tinue optimistic. 

The stock market continues more 
or less unsettled by derangements 
8 out of the war. Home con- 

itions remain exceedingly satisfac- 
tory, and. trade revival continues un- 
checked. Western business is in ex- 
cellent condition because of a good 
harvest and cheap money, while i 
most sections business 
normal, being in some 
even better than: normal. 

The cases of unusual activity are 
confined chiefly to the iron and 
steel regions as well as to 
where the making munitions 
become of unsual importance. 
feverishness arising from these 
causes is spotty and not general. 
Trade as a whole in volume is not 
largely in excess of last year. 

In values, however,“ the increase is 
very unusual owing to rising prices 
and speculation which magnify or 
distort our so-called prosperity. 
Railroad traffic is heavy owing to 
the rush of grain and munitions, 
also to the larger shipments of west- 
bound merchandise. Higher freight 
rates, ample traffic and reduced ex- 
pensés combine to make the present 
season one of exceptional profit to 
railroads. 

How permanent these factors will 
be remains to be seen: and if our 
great transportation lines are in fu- 
ture allowed to make a living profit, 
it will be better for all concerned. 
The public must have better traffic 
facilities, the expansion of which has 
been checked by unreasonably re- 
pressive policies of the Government 
and Interstate Commission.
